The  rrea  Comparability  Factor  for  deaths  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General  for  herrier  In  1958  is  0*99.  In  general,  death  rates  are  higher 
among  males  than  females  at  all  ages  and  also  among  the  very  young  and 
very  old.  Therefore  the  death  rates  of  an  area  will  depend  not  only  on 
the  healthiness  of  its  environment,  but  also  on  whether  there  are  more 
men  than  women  and  whether  there  ore  many  very  young  and  very  old  people 
in  the  community. 


No  comparison  of  local  death  rates  with  those  cf  another  are  or 
with  the  country  as  a whole  would  be  valid  unless  this  so;:  and  ago 
element  in  the  population  was  first  eliminated  and  this  is  done  by 
multiplying  the  Crude  Death  Rate  by  the  Comparability  Factor.  The  factor 
for  herrier  is  0.99  and  being  slightly  less  than  one  indicates  that  the 
composition  of  the  population  in  itself  tends  to  produce  a slightly  high 
crude  death  rate. 

Thus,  while  the  crude  death  rate  for  Merrier  in  1958  is  11.37,  the 
adjusted  rate  for  comparison  with  the  country  as  a whole  is  11.25  which 
is  lower  than  the  Death  Rate  for  Dngland  and  Dales  of  11.7

There  was  every  indication 
that  the  outbreak  would  continue  into  1959  end.  spread,  to  the  younper  children. 
No  d.eaths  occurred.  d.espite  the  high  incid.ence  of  Measles  and  this  reflects 
credit  on  the  care  these  children  received,  from  the  family  dnctors  and.  from 
their  parents  as  the  vast  majority  of  cases  of  morales  were  cared  for  in  their 
own  hones.

Public  Wells, 


Following  the  trend  of  the  previous  years  Statutory 
action  was  taken  to  close  the  public  wells  in  the  area  served  by  the 
Lizard  water  scheme.  This  in  itself  must  prove  generally  beneficial  as 
the  water  supplied  from  the  wells  was  often  of  doubtful  quality  and 
necessitated  constant  supervision  and  sampling. 

However,  I still  have  to  report  that  a large  area  of  the 
District  depends  for  its  water  supply  from  wells,  springs  and  water 
shutes.  These  are  being  regularly  sampled  and  where  found  to  be  of 
poor  quality  Notices  are  posted  advising  the  public  to  boil  the  water 
before  use.  The  wells  have  been  kept  in  a state  of  good  structural 
repair,  but  I,  for  one,  will  not  be  sorry  to  see  these  well  supplies 
superceded  by  piped  supplies,

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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

I am  very  pleased  to  report  that  the  Mabe  Sewerage  Scheme 
came  into  operation  towards  the  latter  part  of  the  year  and  has 
certainly  met  a very  great  need  in  this  Village.  The  old  Cpnncil  Estate 
cesspits  hpve  been  filled  in  as  have  many  private  disposal  systems 
thereby  decreasing  the  demand  on  the  services  of  the  cesspool  emptier. 

The  areas  now  served  by  sewers  and  sewerage  disposal  systems 

are  :~ 

MULLION  (part),  THE  LIZARD  (part),  COVERAGE  (part),  PRAZE  and  MABE. 

Although  several  schemes,  particularly  Constantine  and 
St.Keverne,  have  reached  an  advanced  stage  in  preparation  and  negotiation 
it  seems  unlikely  that  they  can  be  expected  to  come  into  operation  for 
some  time. 


The  cesspool  emptier,  as  in  previous  years,  has  provided  an 
excellent  service  for  all  parts  of  the  District  not  served  by  sewers.  The 
demand  for  the  services  of  this  vehicle  has  been  very  heavy.  During  the 
summer  period  it  has  been  found  almost  impossible  to  cope  with  the  demand. 
However,  thanks  to  the  ready  co-operation  of  all  directly  responsible 
for  this  service  it  has  kept  going  and  although  often  late  it  never 
failed.  The  full  extent  of  the  effort  can  best  be  gauged  by  the  table 
given  below  : -

Refuse  Collection. 

As  year  succeeds  year  so  does  the  problem  of  refuse  collection 
become' more  acute.  The  tremendous  influx  of  visitors  during  the  summer 
season,  welbome  as  they  may  be,  provides  this  service  with  an  increasing 
and  very  difficult  problem.  Operating  throughout  the  year  on  the  same 
vehicle  strength  and  during  the  busy  season  on  a depleted  manual 
strength  due  to  holidays,  etc.  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
throughout  tins  wide  and  scattered  area  was  maintained  and  often 
supplemented  by  additional  services  to  the  larger  Hotels,  Camping  and 
Caravan  sites, etc.  One  can  only  account  for  the  success  and  record  of 
the  service  through  the  intense  goodwill  of  the  operators  and  all 
directly  connected  therewith. 

The  Council  operates  two  10  cu.yard  refuse  collection  vehicles 
with  tipping  disposal  facilities  at  Constantine,  Bonython,  Mull ion  and 
Breage.  The  method  of  disposal  is  controlled  tipping  which  due  to  the 
difficulty  of  obtaining  suitable  covering  material  often  leaves  much  to 
be  desired.  The  tips  have  been  reasonable  free  from  fire  and  have 
been  regularly  treated  for  the  control  of  rodents  and  flies.

This  sphere  of  the  Council’s  work  has  received,  if  anything, 
more  than  its  fair  share  of  attention  during  the  year.  Steady  progress 
was  made  towards  undermining  the  big  problem  which  this  Authority  is 
endeavouring  to  cope  with.  As  people  become  aware  of  the  Council’s 
undoubted  interest  in  Housing,  no  doubt  due  to  the  publicity,  so  does 
the  number  of  complaints  concerning  bad  housing  conditions  increase  and 
so  on  to  the  number  of  individual  unfit  houses  which  have  bo  be  dealt 
with. 

Improvement  Grants  are  playing  a greater  and  more  important 
part  in  the  pattern  of  housing  as  the  years  proceed,  A great  number  of 
houses  have  been  improved  and  brought  up  bo  standard  through  this  medium 
and  although  this  involves  many  inspections  and  consultations  with 
Owners  I feel  that  it  merits  every  encouragement.  More  and  more  houses 
are  being  improved  to  a larger  or  lesser  degree  and  many  of  the  efforts 
must  stand  as  memorials  to  the  active  encouragement  of  this  Council,
